EXHIBIT D: SPECIAL TERMS AND CONDITIONS

3. POTENTIAL SUBCONTRACTORS

A

In accordance with the provisions of this Grant Agreement, the Grantee may subcontract with
providers for services needed to implement and/or support program activities. Grantee agrees
that in the event of any inconsistency between this Grant Agreement and Grantee’s
agreement with a subcontractor, the language of this Grant Agreement will prevail.

B. Nothing contained in this Grant Agreement, or otherwise, shall create any contractual relation

between the BSCC and any subcontractors, and no subcontract shall relieve the Grantee of
its responsibilities and obligations hereunder. The Grantee agrees to be as fully responsible
to the BSCC for the acts and omissions of its subcontractors and of persons either directly or
indirectly employed by any of them as it i1s for the acts and omissions of persons directly
employed by the Grantee. The Grantee's obligation to pay its subcontractors is an
independent obligation from the BSCC's obligation to make payments to the Grantee. As a
result, the BSCC shall have no obligation to pay or to enforce the payment of any monies to
any subcontractor.

Grantee shall ensure that all subcontractors comply with all requirements of this Grant
Agreement.

(GGrantee assures that for any subcontract awarded by the Grantee, such as insurance and
fidelity bonds, as is customary and appropriate, will be obtained.

(Grantee agrees to place appropriate language in all subcontracts for work on the project
requiring the Grantee’s subcontractors to:
1) Books and Records

Maintain adequate fiscal and project books, records, documents, and other evidence
pertinent to the subcontractor's work on the project in accordance with generally accepted
accounting principles. Adequate supporting documentation shall be maintained ..

2) Access to Books and Records

Make such books, records, supporting documentations, and other evidence available to
the BSCC or designee... for a minimum of three (3) years ...
